The  weather  this  week  has  given 
everything  a  severe  chill.  Church 
meetings  that  wire  full  of  promise 
have  been  sliatly  attended.  Ministers 
may  preach  ever  bo  eloquently  as  to 
tbe  duty  of  members  but  cold  waves 
have  a  compelling  influence  that  in 
many  instances  is  more  potent. 

Philanthropic  and  church  move¬ 
ments  are  generaliy  made  during  the 
winter  months,  whereas  strikes  and 
general  fermentations  that  turn  the 
world  upside  down  come  when  the 
mercury  in  the  thermometer  is  reach¬ 
ing  for  the  top  of  the  glass.

It  is  often  said  that  the  devil  takes 
care  of  his  own,  and  perhaps  that  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
saloon  interests.  There  is  a  respons¬ 
ibility  here  that  the  churches  cannot 
evade.  The  president  of  ths  Evan¬ 
gelical  Union  made  a  promise  from 
bis  pulpit  which  has  not  as  yet  been 
redeemed.  What  is  he  going  to  do 
about  it  ? 


Now  what  is  meant  by  direct  legisla¬ 
tion,  or  the  initiative  and  referendum? 
It  is  very  easily  understood.  Those  who 
read  or  hear  the  words  for  the  first  time 
are  prone  to  think  they  have  struck  some 
terribly  complex  proposition— a  sort  of 
high  clasa  Chinese  puzzle.  Two  minutes 
of  investigation  disabuse  their  minds, 
and  the  whole  thing  becomes  as  simple 
as  A  B  C.  Direct  legislation,  with  tbe 
three  small  but  powerful  words,  “by  the 
people,”  added,  means  that  the  people 
shall  make  their  own  laws.  The  initi¬ 
ative  means  that  force  shall  be  given  to 
the  present  perverted  right  of  petition; 
that  the  people  shall  have  the  right — 
which  must  be  respected — to  propose 
laws.  The  referendum  means  that  all 
proposed  laws  must  be  submitted  to  the 
people  for  their  approval  or  disapproval, 
and  that  any  measure  against  which  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  deposited  are 
cast  shall  not  become  law.

An  otherwise  intelligent  reporter  said 
to  me  one  evening  at  the  conclusion  of 
an  address  in  which  1  had  said  a  few 
words  for  direct  legislation;  “That's  all 
very  pretty  in  sentiment,  Buchanan,  bnt 
it  will  not  work.  It’s  too  cumbersome.” 
And  that  is  the  standard  objection  raised 
by  those  who  dread  changes  is  onr  pres¬ 
ent  system  and  never  investigate  a  pro¬ 
posal  until  forced  to  do  so.  “Why, 
you’d  have  us  voting  all  the  time.  Look 
at  the  number  of  bills  introduced  in  con¬ 
gress  daring  one  session,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  sta te  legislatures,”  says  one.  Ah, 
there’s  the  rub.  Ninety-nine  oat  of  one 
hundred  of  these  bills  are  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  bolstering  np  unwise  or  crooked 
legislation  that  has  gone  before,  or  are 
in  the  interest  of  schemes  which  tbe 
people  would  repudiate  if  given  the  op¬ 
portunity,  even  under  our  present  sys¬ 
tem.  Not  one  out  of  one  hundred  would 
be  introduced  if  the  people  had  tbe  right 
to  initiate  and  vote  upon  laws 

Then  if  we  had  the  initiative  and  re¬ 
ferendum  it  does  not  follow  that  any 
Tom,  Dick  or  Harry  could  compel  the 
consideration  of  any  crotchet,  or  that 
the  expense  and  annoyance  of  an  elec¬ 
tion  should  be  borne  for  every  measure 
proposed.  The  principle  being  adopted , 
the  rules  for  its  operation  would  be  con¬ 
structed  with  a  due  regard  for  the  rights 
of  the  majority,  and  a  reasonable  per¬ 
centage  of  the  voters  would  be  required 
to  support  a  measure  before  it  would  be 
considered.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
proposed*  that  only  those  bills  would  be 
submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  whole  people 
for  which  3  per  cent  of  the  voters  peti¬ 
tioned  within,  say,  ninety  days  from  the 
date  of ‘their  publication.  It  is  nonsense 
to  oppose  a  wise  and  just  principle  be¬ 
cause,  on  first  thought,  it  may  ba  con¬ 
sidered  a  little  difficult  of  application. 
There  are  fifty  times  as  many  laws  on 
our  Bt&tute  books  now  as  we  have  any 
use  for,  aud  when  you  are  thinking 
abont  expense  just  try  to  calculate  the 
mountains  of  money  they  have  cost  us 
and  are  still  costing. 

Our  laws  conflict  and  interconflict. 
and  if  a  statute  is  six  months  old  ths 
decision  which  some  judge  lias  rendered 
upon  it  has  more  to  do  with  deciding  an 
action  brought  under  tbe  law  than  the 

law  itself.  All  these  conflict! oos  and 
complications  are  nuts  for  the  fellow# 
who  make  a  living  out  of  the  law — 
judges,  attorneys,  etc.  A  friend  of  mine,

you  dispute  this  position. 

One  man  objects  to  ths  direct  legisla¬ 
tion  idea  because  he  is  “afraid  to  make 
such  a  radical  change.  Don't  Mke  to  be 
making  experiments  in  sack  important 
matters.”  Bleu  yonr  soul,  my  son,  no 
one  asks  yon  to  experiment.  Hwitxer- 
land  has  had  the  referendum  for  BOO 
years,  and  has  so  extended  the  system 
that  she  now  practically  has  direct  leg¬ 
islation  by  the  people.  Do  yon  know  a 
freer,  happier,  mors  peaceful  people  on 
earth  than  you  will  find  in  tbe  little 
mountain  republic?  Do  you  ever  hear 
of  any  8 wise  "swarming  In  th*  steerage 
and  unloading  themselves  upon  onr 
shores!”  With  a  country  like  ours,  gift¬ 
ed  in  natural  resources  as  no  other  land 
nnder  ths  sun,  and  twenty  years  of  gov¬ 
ernment  by  the  people  through  direct 
legislation,  we  might  offer  inducements 
erven  to  the  Swiss,  whose  native  land 
does  not  present  such  grand  natural  op¬ 
portunities. 

My  advice  to  every  man  who  is  not 
engaged  in  sithsr  the  lawmaking  or 
lawbreaking  business  is  to  give  some 
attention  at  once  to  the  subject  of  direct 
legislation  by  tbe  people.  If  you  in¬ 
dorse  the  principle — and  how  pn  earth 
yon  can  help  doing  that  I  caaft  see — do 
not  be  quieted  by  trie  harpies  who  tell 
you  “it  is  cumbersome”  or  “revolution¬ 
ary,"  but  read  up  on  tbe  details  as  pro¬ 
posed  by  men  who  have  given  much  at¬ 
tention  to  the  subject.  Familiarize 
yourselves  with  its  workings  in  Switzer¬ 
land,  and  be  prepared  to  take  yonr 
proper  stand  when  the  time  comes  to 
decide  whether  you  will  longer  remain 
the  prey  of  bunko  legislator  or  will 
gain  for  yourselves  and  yonr  children  a 
pare  and  nnqnaJ»fl«d  democracy.

Dowry  Syatom. 

Tbe  Dewey  system  of  cataloguing  a 
library  was  devised  by  Mr.  Melvil  Dew¬ 
ey,  at  present  director  of  the  state  li¬ 
brary.  In  it  all  books  are  classified  into 
a  certain  number  of  principal  subjects, 
which,  in  alphabetical  order,  receive 
numbers;  for  instance,  astronomy  may 
be  1.  Then  the  subjects  are  divided, 
and  each  division  receives  a  decimal; 
for  example,  history  may  be  1;  thus 
the  history  of  astronomy  is  numbered 
1.1.  The  divisions  are  farther  subdi¬ 
vided,  and  each  subdivision  receives  a 
number  expressing  hundredths.  Books 
on  the  history  o t  astronomy  in  America 
might  be  1. 12. 

After  these  come,  when  necessary, 
further  subdivisions  still,  and  then,  in 
practice,  come  the  shelf  marks,  which 
•bow  where  the  book  is  to  bo  found. 
The  system,  theoretically,  is  perfect; 
practically  it  is  cumbrous,  and,  except 
to  the  cataloguer,  unsatisfactory.  Adapt¬ 
ed  in  various  ways,  it  is  used  in  many 
libraries,  however.— New  York  Son.
